The  death  rate  (llo?)  is  lower  than  last  year  (l2ol) 
and  the  same  as  that  for  England  and  Wales  (Xl<>Y)o  The  death 
rate  of  infants  under  one  year  is  33° 2 compared  with  13°8 
in  1957,  and  England  and  Wales  22o5?  and  the  still  birth  rate 
is  36 o 5 compared  with  21 06  for  England  and  Wales o 

Of  the  149  deaths  during  the  year  there  were  8 deaths 
from  accidents  and  suicide 0 The  chief  causes  of  death,  as 
has  been  the  case  for  some  years  past,  were  from  diseases 
associated  with  elderly  people 0 

The  Cheshire  Home  for  the  sick  now  contains  30  patients,

I am  pleased  to  record  a considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  children  being  immunised  against  diptheriao  This  is  probably 
due  to  the  desire  for  protection  against  whooping  cough  at  the 
same  time,  and  the  publicity  associated  with  poliomyelitis  protection* 

I am  unable  at  present  to  give  any  figures  of  the  number  of  persons 
immunised  against  poliomyelitis „ 

Only  two  cases  of  tuberculosis,  one  male  and  one  female, 
non-pulmonary,  were  notified  during  the  year  and  there  was  one 
death  from  tuberculosis,  non-pulmonary Q

Mr0  Chairman*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

During  the  year  1958  > the  only  new  Act  affecting  public 
health  was  the  Slaughterhouses  Act*  1958*  which  will  ultimately 
have  considerable  effect  upon  the  method  of  providing  the  nation °s 
meat  supplies 0 There  were  a small  number  of  regulations  made 
under  various  existing  Acts*  and  Acts  which  became  law  during 
the  previous  two  or  three  years 0 Regulations  mad©  under  the 
Clean  Air  Act  came  into  force  and  it  is  now  possible  for  local 
authorities  to  have  a much  better  control  over  the  emission 
of  smoke  into  the  atmosphere * and  also  to  define  areas  in 
which  it  is  an  offence  to  emit  smoke  of  any  description*  although 
this  latter  is  a power  of  much  more  use  to  urban  rather  than 
rural  authorities® 

The  clearance  of  unfit  dwellings  continued*  a further  28 
houses  becoming  subject  to  closing  or  demolition  orders*  making 
a total  of  201  houses  dealt  with  under  the  Council °s  programme® 

In  addition  to  this*  three  houses  which  would  normally  have  been 
condemned  were  renovated  following  the  commencement  of  formal 
action  by  the  Council*  and  a further  five  houses  became  subject 
to  undertakings  to  renovate  given  to  the  Council® 

The  number  of  private  houses  completed  during  the  year 
showed  an  improvement  over  1957?  but  was  still  well  below  the 
1956  figure®  It  remains  difficult  to  find  building  land  in 
the  district®  Whilst  it  is  reasonably  easy  to  find  land  in 
most  parishes  for  the  individual  private  house*  it  is  not  easy 
to  obtain  land  for  small  housing  estates*  whether  they  be  for 
private  development  or  Council  development®  A number  of  small 
private  builders  have  expressed  interest  in  the  purchase  of  land 
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in  various  parishes,  with  a view  to  the  erection  of  small  groups 
of  houses,  but  highway,  planning  or  drainage  problems  always 
seem  to  prevent  the  necessary  permission  being  granted,.  In 
Newton  Burgoland  and  Heather,  a considerable  amount  of  time  has 
been  spent  in  finding  suitable  sites,  but  where  the  three  obstacles 
already  referred  to  have  been  overcome,  there  has  been  reluctance 
on  the  part  of  owners  to  sell  for  Council  development©  In 
fairness,  it  must  be  admitted  that  this  is  only  natural  where 
valuable  farmland  is  concerned  and  particularly  where  the  land  is 
"’home  pastured 

The  Council °s  Worthington  housing  scheme  has  been  completed 
and  a ceremony  was  held  to  mark  the  opening  of  the  1000th  Council 
house  erected  in  the  districto

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


At  the  year  end  good  progress  had  been  made  with  the 
Packington  sewerage  scheme 9 this  scheme  having  proceeded  much  more 
speedily  than  any  other  post-war  scheme  in  the  Rural  District 0 
The  long  drawn  out  Appleby  Magna  sewage  scheme  was  nearing 
completion  together  with  the  part  of  the  scheme  dealing  with  the 
parish  of  Smrestone,  and  the  works  are  in  useD  There  has  been 
very  great  nuisance  in  these  two  villages  in  the  past  due  to  sewage 
gaining  access  to  ditches  and  brookeourses*  and  it  is  a relief  to 
know  that  these  nuisances  have  been  abated  to  all  intents  and 
purposes o 


I must  again  draw  your  attention  to  the  position  of  a number 
of  older  works 9 particularly  Measham  and  Ravenstone  where  over- 
loading  is  about  1GO$0  The  Newbold  Council  house  works  now 
consists  of  a ring  of  disintegrating  brickwork^  with  sewage  being 
discharged  on  to  filter  media  on  the  centre  of  the  brickworko 

Mining  subsidence  damage  to  sewers  continued  to  give  cause 
for  concerno  It  is  necessary  to  empty  two  sewers  at  weekly 
intervals  in  order  to  keep  these  running*  and  in  addition^  two 
others  are  emptied  at  two  monthly  intervals  and  one  flushed  to 
keep  this  operatingo  Ultimately  there  will  have  to  he  consider- 
able expenditure  to  remedy  these  defects 0 The  cesspool  emptying 

machine  has  been  invaluable;  without  it  the  sewers  could  not  have 
been  kept  runningo 

One  sewer  at  Oakthorpe*  already  badly  affected*  will  be 
further  affected  by  subsidence  and  at  the  year  end  a scheme  was 
being  prepared  to  minimise  the  effects  of  thisu

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Plans  and  specifications  for  the  development  of  the  1st 
stage  of  the  Appleby  Magna  housing  site  were  prepared;  namely

Improvement  Grants 

Although  a considerable  number  of  informal  meetings  took
